O. JOHN ROGGI, 
Assistant Attorney General, of the department of Justice, requested 
tbat a dlsereet Investigation in this natter ba conducted and that 
information compiled ba furnished the office of the United States 
Attorney, New Orleans, Louisiana, by December 1, 1939* 

Inspector ROSEN, of the Bureau, telephonieally authorized 
Special Agent C. W, DUNKER to institute the investigation as request- 
ed by Assistant Attorney General 0* JOHN ROGGX. 

United States Attorney RBOf A, TIOSCA furnished the 
names end addresses of seventy-five individuals who comprise the 
November, 1939, term petit jury panel* 

In the previous investigation of the petit jury panel for 
the Hay, 1939, term of court, conducted by this office, United States 
Attorney RENE A# TIOSCA considered it inadvisable to contact any 
member of the Clark 1 s office in connection with the investigation. 
Since the previous investigation, however, the U.S. District Court 
Clerk has been changed and the present Cleric, A« D. f BRIEN, JR., 
was contacted for such information as he could furnish regarding 
members of the November panel. 

Ihe Investigation has been set out following according to 
the number given eaoh Juror, In compliance with the request of Assist- 
ant Attorney General 0.

Confidential Informant etated that it is a Known fact that this 
individual was called as a character witness for SEYMOUR WEISS at the last 
trial. ROBERT MAESTRI is reputed to be interested in his gravel business and 
is alleged to hare put up 1100, 000. 00 in that business. This informant be- 
lieres that if this Juror were unfriendly to the State administration he could 
not survive. Be would under no circumstances recommend this Juror to serre. 

Assistant United States Attorney HERBERT W. CHRIST ENBERRY advised that 
PAUL F. JAHNCKE was very closely connected with the present political adminis- 
tration In the State of Louisiana and that he waa the subject of a case In 
the United States Attorney's office for the Eastern District of Louisiana, 
the facts of which were presented to a Grand Jury but no true bill was returned 
against JAKNCKE and the company for which he works, Jahncke Service, Inc. 
The case involved a conspiracy by JAHNCKE and others in the contracting business 
in collusion in buying on Government contracts. The United States Attorney 1 s 
file number of this case is 3152. It is MR. C HR JBT1MBLHRY f S information that 
the Jahncke Service, Inc., is or has been in financial difficulty and it is 
possibly operating under receivership at the present time.

Mr* Kitchin furnished no information concerning Mr* Dinkins except
